for less work. And that idea, carried 
to its ultimate, frightens official Wash- 
ington more. 


The fact is that the .sit-down idea, 


crazy as it seems, has worked in an 
amazingly high percentage of cases. 
What vexes some of the labor leaders 
is that it works just about as well for 
some outlying band of workers not 
affiliated with any organization labor 
movement, as it does for the union 
men who only a year or so ago were 
battling out their troubles on the pick- 
et lines,

wish the idea really would get funny 
enough to he laughed out of existence 
before it is shot out. 


Trices Counteract 


The idea of higher wages is not up- 


setting here as a general thing and not 
a few business, men have felt labor 
was entitled to a bigger bite of the in- 
dustrial pie. But Chairman Eccles of 
ihe fcdcial reserve board bluntly pro- 
tested that just about every wage in- 
crease wits accompanied by a price in- 
crease thai more than offset the bet- 
ter wages.

Court Justice Upholds 


Court Bill 


WASHINGTON. - (IP) - Raymond 


Moley, once one of President Roose- 
velt's closest advisors, opposed the 
chief executive's court bill Tuesday Oft 
the ground that it would "abandon the 
American method" of seeking social 
and economic changes. 


"That method," Moley told the sen- 


ate judiciary committee, "is to tell the 
publci in an orderly fashion precisely 
what is necessary in the way of eco- 
nomic and, social change, to seek to 
convince the people of its wisdom, 
and then to ask approval of the change. 


"The ends which Mr. Roosevelt had 


so courageously made his own can be 
achieved within the grand mosaic of 
American constitutional tradition. But 
to seek to achieve them through the 
destruction of American tradition is to 
operi the way to the death of those 
ideals which gave them brith." 


Clarke Sustains F. D. 


SAN DIEGO, Calif.—(P)—John HeS- 


sin Clarke, only living retired supreme 
cpurt justice, told the nation Monday 
night thsft President Roosevelt's ju- 
diciary reform proposal is "plainly 
within the powers granted to the con- 
gress and therefore clearly constitu- 
tional." 
v 


Clarke, who became associate justice 


in 1916^ resigned from the Supreme 
court in 1922 to devote his time to c\&-f 
tismting public .opinion |avorabla'rt< 
world peace. 
• *" 


Addressing a nation-wide radio au- 


dience, he said he yielded to no one in 
his "confidence in and estimate of the 
great value of the supreme court as a 
department of our government, and 
I shall not criticize hi any manner 
cither any of its recent decisions, or 
the proposals of the president. 


"Would a conditional increase o( 


the number of judges of the Supreme 
Court by act of Congress, as recom- 
mended by the president, be constitu- 
tional or not?" Clarke asked, "I shall 
confine myself to that naked legal 
question. 


"The government under the consti- 


tution was organized in April, 1789, and 
five months later, in September, by 
act of congress, approved by Presi- 
dent Washington, provision was made 
for the organization of the Supreme 
Court, and the number of judges was 
fixed at six. 


"This action of congress in deter- 


mining the number of judges of the 
Supreme Court was accepted by the 
country as obviously constitutional, 
the judges were appointed by Presi- 
dent Washington and proceeded to act, 
under it. 
' 


"The number of judges remained at 


six for 11 years, until in 1801 when 
congress reduced the number to five 
by an act approved by John Adams, 
our second president. The number of 
five judges continued for only one 
year when, by act of congress, ap- 
proved by President Jefferson, our 
third president, the number of judge* 
was restored to the original six.

Germs of Anthrax, Animal Disease, Spread Chiefly 


Through Hides and Hair

The first germ known to be danger- 


ous to man. seen under a microscope, 
•was the anthrax germ which was ac- 
tually Observed in 1849. Anthrax also 
was, the first disease transferred to an 
animal by direct inoculation. 


Pasteur studied this disease and 


grew the organism, and in 1875 Koch 
grew it in pure culture. Those exper- 
imente with the anthrax germ estab- 
lished modern methods of growing 
germs land proving that they are ac- 
tcaliy the causes of certain diseases. 


It will be remembered, incidentally, 


that anthrax; was the disease with 
which Pasteur was concerned in the 
experiment on sheep that was the dra- 
matic high point in the recent motion 
picture, "The Life of Louis Pasteur." 


Anthrax primarily is a disease of 


animals, but it also attacks man. While 
it principally affects cattle and -horses, 
it may attack sheep and be transmitted 
to any other animal. It has been 
found in both cold and in warm areas, 
and frequently is introduced in the 
United States through hides and hair 
imported from abroad. 


One of the greatest anthrax scares 


in the United States, for -instance, fol- 
lowed the importation of shaving 
brushes from .Japan. 


Anthrax germs get into the skin by 


direct contact, and form a malignant 
blister; or they may get into the lungs 
by inhalation as in the case of wool 
sorters. -Sometimes, of course, the 
germ is swallowed, in which case it 
localizes in the intestines. In still oth- 
er cases, it enters the brain. 


Seven days after the anthrax germ 


gets into the body and infects a human 
being, symptoms begin to appear. If 
the skin has been attacked, boils form 


which contain the germs. These boils 
open and the material from them may 
infect other persons. 


Obviously, the people most likely 


to catch anthrax are those who are 
exposed to it in their work. This in- 
cludes particularly veterinarians, meat 
inspectors, 
farmers, butchers, and 


workers in those industries which in- 
volve hides, bristles, wool and hair. 


• The germ itself is resistant to heat, 
to dryness, to sunlight, and even to 
germicidal agents, so that very strong 
antiseptics are necessary to keep it un- 
der control. 


It is obvious that the methods of 


preventing anthrax must involve sup- 
pression of the infection in animals 
and suitable control of materials that 
may contain the spores. Wool, hides, 
and hair should be disinfected before 
being turned over to workers for man- 
ufacturing purposes. The workers may 
protect themselves by wearing rub- 
ber gloves and aprons and there musi 
be proper ventilation to carry off dust 
from machines in which hair and wool 
are handled. 


When Anthrax appears, it is possi- 


ble, of course, to use vaccine made 
from, the germs for immunization as 
well as for treatment. 


The only way to kill anthrax germs 


on hair probably is to sterilize or dis- 
infect it with steam. Steam, however, 
will seriously damage wool and hides. 
Other methods, therefore, are neces- 
sary to disinfect these substances. 


Nowadays the United States govern- 


ment demands that hair used for shav- 
ing brushes be disinfected either by 
boiling for at least three hours or by 
exposure first to a vacuum, then to 
steam under at least 15 pounds of pres- 
sure for not less than 30 minutes.
